LLINOS COUNTIES 


‘Business ds Usual’ for 
Time Being in Those in 
Which Incumbents or 
Their Followers Were 
Elected, However. 


The lid came down on games of 
chance in sone of the notorious 
gambling counties of Illinois today 
as new ctate’s attorneys, com- 
mitted to anti-gambling programs, 
were sworn into office. 

In several of the other gambling 
counties where incumbents or their 


followers were elected, business 
was “as usual” with local officers 
awaiting the inauguration of Gov- 
ernor-elect Adlai B. Stevenson 
next month before taking a defi- 
nite position on gambling suppres- 
gion. 

Alexander County Warning. 

In Alexander county, which with 
adjoining Pulaski county, gained 
the title of the gambling capital 
of the state, new State’s Attorney 
Michael P. O’Shea advertised in 
Cairo newspapers that his prom- 
ises to hold the lid on gambling 
would be kept. 

Gambling had become such a 
lucratwe business in graft-ridden 
Alexander and Pulaski counties 
that county law-enforcement offi- 
cers stood idly by while two gam- 
bling syndicates fought it out for 
control of the profits. O’Shea, a 
young Democrat, defeated Peyton 
Berbling, Republican, who per- 
mitted wide-open gambling. 

In an effort to defeat O’Shea, 
the Alexander county gamblérs 
are reported to have raised a 
$15,000 campaign “kitty” for 
Berbling, in a county of 25,000 
population. The Democrats re- 
ceived one gambling contribu- 
tion, $100 from the operators of 
the elaborate Colony Club near 
the approach to the Cape Girar- 
deau bridge. 

In Fulton county, another of

Attorney Arthur D. 

Young, a Dempcrat, told the 
Post-Dispatch he had received 
a “roundabout” offer oi $5000 a 
month to permit gambling. 

“I was told I was mighty fool- 
ish to pass up $5000 a month,

Madison County Open. 

In Madison county, where Aus- 
tin Lewis, a Democrat and former 
assistant to State’s Attorney C. W. 
Burton, was elected to succeed 
Burton, business was as usual to- 
day. The handbook at the no- 
torious Hyde Park Club, in Venice, 
opened this morning, and employes 
were cleaning dice tables in the 
gambling room. The door man, on 
the job early, told’a reporter that 
“business is as usual.” 

The same busy situation existed 
at the 200 Club, in the city of 
Madison. There seemed every in- 
dication that Burton's policy of 
assessing periodical fines and let- 
ting the gamblers run would be 
fo"'owed by his successor. 

Richard T. Carter, new state’s 
attorney of St. Clair county, took, 
office at Belleville today following 
a ruling by Attorney General 
George F. Barrett that Carter was 
entitled to the office despite his 
failure to post surety bond before 
the prescribed 20-day deadline. 
Carter, pledged by his campaigh 
promises to keep the lid on gam- 
bling, had no comment today. 

“Flazrant Dare“ Accepted. 
Advertisements, inserted in the 

newspapers by the Alexander 
County Democratic Central Com- 
mittee on behalf of O’Shea, stated 
that gambling has been running 
wide open again since Nov. 2, and 
that the Democratic organization 
was “accepting this flagrant dare.“ 

“Slot machines, crap tables and 
handbooks will be ferreted out 
ed destroyed and the operators 
prosecuted, “the advertisement 
warned gamblers.

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VOTE IN ANTI-RED PROTEST 


Socialists Swept Into Power in Three Western 
Sectors—Heavy Balloting Viewed as 
Rebuff for Communists.

BERLIN, Dec. 6 (AP) — A final 
count today showed blockaded 
Berliners slapped the Commu- 
nists with 1,330,820 votes, each 
one regarded ab a protest against 
Soviet occupation policies. 

The Central Election Bureau 
said 86.2 per cent of the eligible 
voters cast ballots yesterday in the 
three Western sectors for the 
regularly scheduled city elections, 
which the Communists boycotted. 
In addition to the valid ballots, 
37,156 were cast but declared in- 
valid. 

The vote swept the Social Dem- 
ocrat (Socialist) party into power 
in the Western part of the city. 
Like the Christian Democrats and 
the Liberal Democrats, who ran 
second and third, the Social Dem- 
ocrats are anti-Communist. 

The final results: 

Social Democrats (Socialist) 
—858,100 (64.5 per cent). 

Christian, Democrats (Con- 
servative) — 258,496 (19.4 per 
cent). 

Liberal Democrats (conserva- 
tive) —214,224 (16.1 per cent). 

1,586,099 Eligible. 

In all, 1,586,090 Germans were 

eligible to vote in the constitu- 


tionally prescribed election in the 
three sectors under American, 
British and French control. The 
Russians refused to conduct or 
permit voting in their sector. 


In voting, the western Berlin- 
ers -defied a variety of threats 
from the Communists. The Reds 
had urged either a boycott of the 
polls or spoiling of ballots, but 
election officials said the number 
actually rendered invalid was not 
unusual. Russian controlled papers 
contended the spoiled ballots ex- 
ceeded 200,000. 

The voters balloted for repre- 
sentatives in the city and borough 
assemblies, They voted for the 
party of their choice. Each 
party received seats in the as- 
semblies in proportion to the 
share of total votes. The as- 
semblymen are named by party 
executive committees. - 


Anti-Communist leaders termed 
every ballot a vote against Rus- 
sian occupation policies. Al- 
though the election ordinarily 
would have been merely a local 
contest between rival political 
parties, the East-West struggle 
magnified it into a barometer in-

MRS. TRUMAN CALLS 
MOVING DAY AT 
WHITE HOUSE ‘MESS’ 


Scaffolding Set Up in East 
Room and Miuirrors 
Taken Down. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (AP)— 
This was moving day at the White 
House and Mrs. Harry S. Truman 
had a word for it. 

“This is a mess, isn’t it?” Mrs. 
Truman remarked to reporters as 


the furnishings were carried to 
waiting vans. 

President Truman and his family 
moved across the street to Blair 
House two weeks ago while re- 
pairs are made to the White 
House, but the furnishings were 
not removed until today. 

In the East Room, wooden 
scaffolding supports the sagging 
ceiling. Mirrors and the gilded 
moulding have been taken down. 
The gold grand piano is wrapped 
in padding. Throughout the first 
floor, chandeliers also have been 
removed. 

Five moving vans lined the 
driveway. Furniture was being 
removed to the National Archives 
for storage. 


U.N. TO END PARIS SESSION 
DEC, II, MEET IN U.S. APRIL | 


Assembly Overrides Recommenda- 
tion by Committee to Reconvene 
In New York Feb. 1. 
PARIS, Dec. 6 (AP)—The Unit- 
ed Nations Assembly voted tonight 
to adjourn its Paris session on 
the night of Dec. 11-12 and re- 
convene in New York on April 
1, 1949. The Assembly thus over- 
rode a recommendation of its 
Steering Committee, which had 
called for reconvening this session 

in New York on Feb. 1. 

The vote, on an Argentine pro- 
posal’ to recess until April, was 
21 to 16, with 21 abstentions. 
Before voting on that amend- 
ment, the Assembly turned down, 
33 to 19, a British proposal to 
hold the U.N. in session here until 
it completes its work. It also re- 
jected, 38 to 8, a Polish sugges- 
tion that all items on the present 
agenda not reached in the meet- 
ings here be deferred until the 
next regular, Assembly session in 
the fall of 1949.

MAYOR PROPOSES 
PENSION AT FR 
CITY EMPLOVES 


Also Urges 
for Greater Municipal 
Authority Over Liquor, 
Beer Sales. 


Legislation 


State legislation to establish a 
pension system for St. Louis city 
employes, and to give this city 
greater control over sale of liquor 
and of 3.2 per cent beer, was 


part of a 5-point program pro- 
posed by Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann to St. Louis and St. Louis 
county members of the next As- 
sembly, at a luncheon at Hotel 
Statler today. 

The five proposals which the 
city ad.inistration plans to spon- 
sor in the new Legislature, and 
which were outlined in detail by 
City Counselor Georg L. Stemm- 
ler, are: 

(1) An enabling act, permitting 
the city to establish a pension 
plan for employes in the classified 
service, othe: than firemen, who 
now have a retirement system. 
Employes would contribute to the 
fund, and cost to city is estimated 
at $750,000 a year. 

(2) Authority for tightening of 
city ordinances governing sale of 
liquor, particularly in preventing 
sales to minors; authority over 3.2 
beer establishments and _ set-up 
places. Excise Commissioner Ar- 
thur H. Bader was quoted as to 
need for a strict requirement that 
young applicants’ ages be shown. 

(3) Police pay increases, 
granted only partly by the last 
Legislature. Police Board to 
have hand in preparing this 
measure. 

(4) A statute authorizing the 
Mayor to be represented on the 
Police Board by the Director of 
Public Safety, his appointee. 

(5) Legislation to strengthen the 
state drivers’ license law; to pro- 
vide a law with “teeth,” requiring 
physical examination of drivers. 

The legislators attending the 
luncheon, at which the Mayor was 
host, were Senators Milton F. Na- 
pier and David E. Horn, Senators- 
elect Robert Pentland and Wil- 
liam E. Hilsman, and these mem- 
bers-elect of the lower house:

M. Uxa, Thomas A. Walsh, Donald 
L. Carpenter, Joseph P. Kirby, 
Mrs. Jennie Spindler Walsh, Ed- 
gar G. Boedecker and George E. 
Bohrer. 

There was some embarrassment 
over the fact that no invitation 
had been sent to Walter G. Kelly, 
Democrat, | who was elected ‘Rep- 
resentative from the Second Dis- 
trict of St. Louis county.

SMGHTED EARLIER 
BY RESGUE PLANES 


Pilot Had Reported See- 
ing Flares on the Ocean 
— Aircraft With 37 
Aboard Was Forced 


Down on Sunday.

JOHNSTON ISLAND, Dec. 6 
(AP) — Daylight over the mid- 
Pacific disclosed no trace today 
of 37 Air Force men missing in a 
ditched C-54 transport. 

Three separate search planes 
had reported sighting flares from 
survivors during the night; one 
plane dropped a boat; another cir- 
cled the spot. 

Dawn, however, showed an 
empty; tossing ocean, mocking the 
early optimism of Air Force and 
Navy searchers that the missing 
men, or at least some of them, 
had been found. 

Search Redoubled. 

The search was redoubled in the 
area about 475 miles southwest of 
this island and 1200 miles south- 
west of Honolulu. 

The plane, a troop carrier bound 
from Okinawa to Spokane, Wash., 
with ground personnel of the 
Ninety-eighth Bomb Group, was 
forced down at sea early Sunday 
when two engines of its four 
failed. A great search was or- 
ganized immediately. 

A B-17 rescue plane piloted by 
Capt. Allen H. Stotts, reported 
sighting flares on the water late 
last night and dropped a power 
boat. 

Col. Thomas L. Wiper, Johnston 
Island commander who flew near 
the scene, 1 ported he had seen 
flares also. 

Early today a Navy Privateer 
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—Associated Press Wirephoto. 


plane radioed that it was “circling 
survivors” and would do so for 
three-and-a-half hours, until its 
gas ran low. It reported sighting 
accosional flares, leading officers 
to believe survivors may have 
gotten into the dropped boat. 

Relief planes went out to main- 
tain the vigil, but daylight showed 
no trace of enything on the sur- 
face of the water. 

Vessels Going to Scene. 

The Navy ‘PC 1141 from Johns- 
ton Island was due in the ea 
shortly after noon. The aircraft 
carrier Rendova, the Navy freight- 
er Zelma and the tanker Pass- 
umpsic also were due there about 
the same time. 

Lt. Charles Basset of Spokane 
reported the sea was calm in the 
area and visibility good. He is a 
navigator aboard a C-54 which 
returned early today from the 
general area of the search. Bas- 
set’s plane was one of five in the 
flight in which the downed plane 
participated. 

The Air Force radio at this tiny 
fueling base received these last 
messages from the plane: 

At 3:25 a.m., Johnston Island 
time (8:25 a.m, St. Louis time): 
“Number one engine feathered. 
Having little trouble.” 

At 3:35 a.m.: “Just lost an- 
other. Descending to 5000 feet. 
(Normal cruising altitude was 
7000 feet.) ; 

At 4:05 am.: “Ditching.” 

At 4:07 a.m., just two minutes 
after the “ditching” message, 
Navy patrol craft was underwa'‘ 
from Johnston lagoon with a nurse 
and two corpsmen aboard, 

Air Command headquarters said 
that as far as it could learn, ths 
C-54 was the first of its type eve) 
lost at sea in the Pacific. 

A Ninety-eighth Bomb Grour 
B-29 crashed at Hickman Field 
Aug. 23 when the group was en 
route to Okinawa. Ten men wer 
killed. Another Superfortress war 
lost with all aboard hetween Gaum 
and Okinawa last month. In the 
search, another B-29 crash-lended 
at Fais Island south of Gaum, 
All aboard survived.

But nota- 
tions in his handwriting are notes 
of such documents, such informa- 
tion, which he made and brought 
out in that form.” 


Nixon explained that Chambers 


presented 65 secret State Depart- 
ment documents to the Baltimore 
court, ow ihch three were in Hiss’s 
“own handwriting.” | 

Criticizes Justice Department, 

Nixon castigated the Department 
of Justice for “its apparent lack 
of intent” to “get at the real crux 
of this case.” 

“The Department of Justice is 
almost frantically attempting to 
find a method of placing the blame 
for having these documents in his 
possession on Mr. Chambers,” 
Nixon said. 

Chambers, now a senior editor 
on Time magazine, has named 
Hiss as a Communist. Hiss has 
filed a $75,000 slandcr suit against 
Yhambers. The suit was filed in 
Jaltimore. It has not been tried, 
‘ut Chambers was required to pre- 
‘ent some documentary evidence 
of his charges. From what he 
submitted, the Un-American Ac- 
tivities Committee is making some 
of its disclosures. 

Nixon pointed out that Cham- 
bers “admits” he had the docu- 
ments and “is prepared to take 
the consequences, whatever they 
may be.” | 

“The real isue is determining 
who in the State Department fur- 
nished this information to Mr. 
Chambers,” Nixon said.

ECONOMIST SAYS 
INDUSTRY PROFITS 
ARE OVERSTATED 


Harvard Man Testifies 
Firms’ Figures for Last 
3 Years Are 16 Billion 
too High. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (UP) — 
Prof. Sumner H. Slichter, a Har- 
vard economist, said today that 
American corporations have “over- 
stated their profits” by approx- 
imately $16,400,000,C00 in the last 
three years. 

He told a joint Congressional 
economic subcommittee that this 
has been “highly misleading to 
stockholders, employes, customers 
and the public.” 

The subcommittee opened hear- 
ings today on the “unprecedented” 
profits of American. business, 
Actually, Slichter said, in 1947 
the amount of corporate income 
available. to. pay dividends, ‘in- 
crease wages, reduce prices or ex- 
pand plants was approximately 
12 billion dollars instead of the 
18 billions reported. 

He predicted corporations would 
report from 20 to 21 billion dollars 
profits this year while “it will 
probably be found that real prof- 
its are approximately 16 billions.” 


How Discrepancy Occurs. 
Slichter said the “discrepancies 
between real profits and reported 
profits” is because “most corpora- 
tions still insist on counting a rise 
in the cost of replacing inven- 
tories and plant and equipment as 
a profit.” . 

Senator Flanders (Rep.), Ver- 
mont, chairman of the committee, 
sald in a statement that the na- 
tion’s major common problem is 
how to halt inflation without caus- 
ing “considerable unemployment.” 
He said “no way has yet been 
found” to halt inflation without 
unemployment. 

“Inflation can be ended easily 
enough, if we are not concerned 
with the amount of resulting un- 
employment,” he said. “But we 
are concerned.” |

SOME FOOD CHAINS AMNOUNCE 
CUTS IN RETAIL MEAT PRICES 


NEW YORK, Dec. 6 (AP) — 
Some major food chains an- 
nounced today reductions in retail 
meat prices. 

A. & P. food stores said reduc- 
tions of from four to eight cents 
a pound on virtually every cut 
of beef, pork and other meats 
have been in effect since last 
Thursday following a decline in 
the wholesale market. 

The Grand Union Co. said its 
meat price cuts averaged five 
cents a pound and were effective 
in the firm’s 118 super-markets in 
the New York metropolitan area.

Tojo Didn't Appeal. 


The two men who appealed 
were former Japanese Premier 
Koki Hirota and Gen. Kenji Doi- 
hara.

The Supreme Court also agreed 
to hear appeals by five other Jap- 
anese leaders sentenced to long- 
term prison terms in the same 
trial. In all, 25 Japanese leaders 
were convicted in the two-year 
trial.

The decision to review the Jap- 
anese cases came apparently after 
a vigorous behind-the-scenes dis- 
pute among the justices. Four 
justices wanted to hear the cases 
? four felt the Supreme Court 
had no jurisdiction. 


Deadlock Is Broken. 

Justice Jackson finally broke the 
deadlock and went along with Jus. 
tices Hugo Black, Frank Murphy, 
William O0. Douglas and Wiley 
Rutledge in favor of reviewing the 
cases. Justice Jackson wrote the 
majority decision. 

Chief Justice Fred M. Vinson 
and Justices Stanley Reed, Felix 
Frankfurter and Harold H. Bur- 
ton were against hearing. the 
cases. Justice Jackson announced 
he will sit in the cases and vote 
in the final decision.

Charges Against TWo. : 

In the case of the two Japanese 
leaders condemned to die, Doi- 
hara was found guilty of waging

to wage aggressive war 
against China,” and of dereliction 
of duty in connection with the 
“rape of Nanking.”

Indicates Athens Request 
for Increased Aid Will 
Be Rejected — Blame 
Placed Partly on 
Greece’s Army. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (AP)— 
President Truman said today the 
drive to crush Greece’s Commu- 
nist-backed guerrillas has bogged 
down. 

He told Congress the American- 
advised Greek army itself was 
partly to blame for failing to 
make a determined effort“ 
agaipst the remaining rebels after 
a series of victories last summer. 
As a result, Truman said, Greek 
morale has sagged, and an earlier 
“encouraging, prospect” for elim- 
mating the guerrillas failed to 
materialize despite the delivery of 
more than $170,000,000 worth of 
American arms and supplies. 

“A military stalemate has en- 
sued which has prolonged the 
struggle,” the President said in a 
letter transmitting a new report 
to Congress on the two-year, $625,- 
000,000 Greek-Turkish aid pro- 
gram. 

The Situation in Turkey. 

In Turkey, by contrast, the re- 
port declared that American aid 
is showing definite results. It said 
“significant progress” has been 
made toward increasing the fire 

wer and efficiency of the Turk- 
sh army to enable it to continue 
to resist Communist presures, and 
added: 

“The Turkish people have taken 
advantage of their opportunity. 
Turkey is today working hard to 
derive maximum benefit from 
United States supplies and train- 
ing.” * 

The report covered operations 
of the two aid programs through 
the three months ended Sept. 30. 
Its sober references to the situa- 
tion in Greece contrasted. with

The latest report estimated 
some 22,000 guerrillas were stjlP 
trying to “spread ruin and demor- 
alization in an attempt to pre- 
pare the way for ultimate Com- 
munist domination of Greece.”

“So far as number of troops,

“But,” he added, “the issues 
here are truly great ones. Their 
decision will establish or deny 
that this court has power to re- 
view the exercise of military pow- 
er abroad and the President’s 
conduct of external affairs of our 
Government. The answer will in- 
fluence our nation’s reputation for 
continuity of policy for a long 
time to come. 

“For these reasons I decided at

“Less Than Justice.” 
„Jackson said that if he had vot- 
ed against hearing the applica- 
tions of the Japanese, two of 
them would be executed and their 
friends “will forever point to the 
dissents of four members of the 
court to support their accusation 
that the United States gave them 
less than justice.” 


“This stain,” Jackson added, 
whether deserved or not, would 
be impressed upon the record of 
the United States in Oriental 
memory for all time to come. If, 
however, I vote with those who 
would grant temporary relief, it 
may be that fuller argument and 
hearing will convert one or more 
of the Justices on one side or the 
other from the views that have 
equally divided them in the Ger- 
man cases.“ 


Jackson stated that to let the 
Japanese be executed against the 
dissent of four justices who fa- 
vored hearing their cases “will be 
irreparably injurious even if they 
are wrong, and if their minds are 
open, as it is understood, to 
further persuasion, I would not 
want to be responsible for elimi- 
nating even a faint chance of such 
dissents.” 

Jackson said allies of this coun- 
try “are more likely to understand 
and to forgive any assertion of ex-

Danger signals indicate that

| end of the period of virtually un- 


limited demand for farm prod- 
ucts, Ralph 8. Trigg, adminis- 
trator of the United States Pro- 
duction and Marketing Adminis- 
tration, said here today. 

Trigg, who also is presiderit of 
the Commodity Credit Corp., 
spoke at the opening session of a 
four-day meeting of the National 
Conference of the Production and 
Marketing Administration. Con- 
ference sessions, for which more 
than 450 delegates are registered, 
are being held at Hotel Jefferson. 

“The steady decline in the re- 
lationship between what the farm- 
er pays and the prices he gets 
should make us stop and think,” 
he said. “Average prices received 
by farmers were 20 per cent above 
the parity level in July. But since 
then the ratio has shown a steady 
decline until last month it was 
only 10 per cent above parity. 

Steady Decline. 

“That in itself is not,cause for 
too much alarm. Mabe some 
prices were a little out of line. 
It was not long ago that we used 
to think we were pretty well off 
with prices at parity. But this 
steady decline should make us 
stop and think. Where will agri- 
culture be if this trend goes too 
far?” 

Discussing the possibility of 
overproduction, he said every ef- 
fort would be made to find new 
uses and market outlets to take 
the place of those that will be lost 
when the postwar emergency pe 
riod runs to an end. 

“But even when everything pos- 
sible is done to increase distribu- 
tion,” he said, “we know that 
there will still be need for major 
adjustments in our production 
pattern. Our methods of getting 
adjustments—our ‘controls,’ if we 
need them—must be streamlined 
and strengthened.” 

Price Supports. 

Linked closely with possible pro- 
duction and marketing adjust- 
ments, he said, will be the ques- 
tion of adequate price supports. 
Price supports, for example, must 
not be so high and inflexible that 
they tend to encourage overpro- 
duction and work against the 
very adjustments that we need.” 

“At the same time,” he con- 
tinued, “they must offer a solid 
floor which will keep farm prices 
from breaking down to ruinous 
levels. Our farmers—and the na- 
tion as a whole—cannot afford the 
sort of economic collapse which 
we remember so bitterly from the 
twenties and the early thirties.” 

The problem, therefore, is to 
find the sound middle ground that 
will avoid both of these extremes, 
he said, indicating such was a job 
for the Department of Agricul- 
ture and the Congress to work 
out with the help of the farmers 
of the country.

CHANCE OF BERLIN SOLUTION 


Statement Says Establishment of Rump City 
Government Makes Currency Agree- 
ment ‘Extremely Difficult.’ 


PARIS, Dec. 6 (AP) — The 
United States, Britain and France 
have notified the United Nations 
Security Council there is little, if 
any chance for a solution of the 
Berlin crisis unless Russia dis- 
owns the ramp Communist city 
government it set up and resumes 
co-operation in a four- power ad- 
ministration. 

The Western position was stated 
in a 2000-word memorandum sent 
to the committee of neutral ex- 
perts set up by the Security Coun- 
cil to study the Berlin currency 
situation. The statement, an- 
nounced yesterday, was accompa- 
nied by a chronological list of 51 
incidents in the former German 
capital since last June, starring 
with the Soviet blockade, The 
statement said these acts by Rus- 
sia had split Berlin into two cities. 

The three powers said grave 
new problems have arisen in Ber- 
lin because of Russian interfer- 
ence with the normal working of 
Berlin’s constitution. They said 
these problems could be set aside 
even now “if the Soviet authori- 
ties were to disown the unconsti- 
tutional body created in the Soviet 
sector Nov. 30, 1948, and in con- 
formity with the constitution per- 
mii elections to be held on a city- 
wide basis.”

The western section of Germany 
now is producing almost as much 
food as it normally does. But this 
is only about 50 per cent of what 
the Germans in this area consume, 
he said. Normally, much of this 
difference would be made up from 
the eastern section, he said, but 
that is now in the hands of the 
Russians. “The choice, then,“ he 
said, “is between keeping the Ger- 
mans on the dole or letting them 
rebuild their industry so they can 
pay their own way.” |

SUICHOW GARRISON IS 
ENCIRCLED, REDS SAY

NANKING, Dec. C (AP)—The 
Chinese Communist radio re- 
ported tonight that Red forces 


had completed an air-tight en- 
circlement” of the nationalist for- 
mer Suchow garrison in the de- 
veloping battle for Nanking. 

The garrison, comprising some 
110,000 combat troops in the Six- 
teenth, Thirteenth and Second 
Army Groups, abandoned Suchow 
last Wednesday in an effort to 
reach the trapped Government 
Twelfth Army Group in the Suh- 
sien sector, about 45 miles to the 
south. 

If the Communist claim is true, 
it means that only the Govern- 
ment troops on the new Hwai 
river defense line enjoy freedom 
of movement in the region. The 
line was set up recently 100 miles 
northeast of Nanking, but is 
manned by relatively inferior 
troops. 

Government military quarters 
earlier said the former Suchow 
garrison had veered west of the 
Suchow-Pukow railroad and was 
again marching south, with Red 
columns shifting to the west to 
try to stem the movement. Com- 
munist Gen. Chen Yi was said to 
have massed 125,000 troops across 
the path of the Suchow forces.

The explo- 
sion set off ammunition; all on 
board were killed. 

The China Merchants’ Steam 
Navigation Co. said today 536 pas- 
sengers and cfew members were 
known to have been rescued from 
the Kiangya, which it operated, 
Nearly 4000 refugees were believed 
to have been aboard. About 200 
bodies have been recovered. 

After inspecting the shattered 
hull, a diver reported the damage 
to the Kiangya was too great to 
have been caused by a time bomb 
or an exploding boiler. There was 
belief here the 2099-ton ship hit a 
World War II mine. 

Additional casualties were re 
ported in air and land accMients, 
Twenty-five Chinese, mostly wont- 
end and children, were killed in 
the crash of a transport plane on 
Formosa. The crash curred 
Friday, but was not reported until 
today, when the wreckage was 
found. The victims were depen- 
dents of Chinese army personnel 
being removed to the island. 

In Shanghai, a transport plane 
crashed at the airport, killing 11 
persons, At Wusih, 90 miles west 
of Shanghai, eight were reported 
killed when a bus carrying refu- 
gees and a train collided.

Total appropriations and charges 
for 1948-49, including supplimen- 
tary appropriations, $37,184,619. 

Probable reversions of unem 
pended sums at end of year, to 
be subtracted from foregoing, 
$1,250,000; this leaves expenditures 
of $35,934,619. 

Receipts from all sources for the 
year, $33,369,000. 

Subtracting receipts from ex- 
penditures, the operating deficit 
for the fiscal year is $2,565,619. 
To this must be added the deficit 
at the beginning of the fiscal year 
last April, which: was $1,470,160, 
making gross deficit, $4,035,779. 

However, Comptroller Louis 
Nolte has stated that the city can 
add to its revenues the funds set 
aside for smokeless fuel purchase 
and for veterans’ emergency 
housing, but not used; these 
amuont to $513,208. Subtracting 
this sum from the previous fig- 
ure, there is left $3,522,570, which 
Brannon sets forth as the prob- 
able net deficit if no changes are 
made in the city payroll, if the city 
earnings tax gives its expected 
viele and if the present amuse- 
ment and cigarette taxes continue.

out knowing it began today and 


will continue through Saturday. 

Dr. J. Earl Smith, city Health 
commissioner, indorsed the drive, 
and urged all St. Lo 
advantage of the opportunity to 


have free tests made to determine 
1 they have sugar in their 
urine. 


The importance of diabetes as 
a major public health problem is 
increasing constantly,” Dr. Smith 
said. “Because more of our people 
live longer now, the number of 
diabetic persons in the community 
continues to rise. As a cause of 
death, the disease has advanced 
from twenty-fifth place in 1900 
to ninth place in 1940, 

“Although anyone may have dia- 
betes, the disease is most fre- 
quently encountered in persons 
over 40. It is particularly common 
in women who are overweight. 

“Practically all diabetics can 
live a long and useful life, but the 
disease should be discovered early, 
and persons who discover that 
they have diabetes should see a 
physician immediately. Treatment 
is usually relatively simple, and 
many diabetics can be restored 


ing their diet.” 

Drug stores are co-operating in 
the campaign. To have a free 
urinalysis made, it is necessary 
to obtain a specimen bottle at a 
drug store. When the bottle is 
returned, it will be sent to the 
St. Louis Medical Society, where 
the tests for sugar will be made. 

Persons participating will be no- 
tified whether the tests were posi- 
tive cr negative. A person noti- 
fied that sugar was found should 
consult a physician immediately so 
that a definite determination of 
presence or absence of diabetes 
can be made.

Lovett Likely to Testify. 

Under Secretary of State Robert 
A. Lovett today was named a 
likely witness at the hearings: 
Nixon said he would recommend

In any event, Nixon said, the

GRAND JURY HEARS 
CHAMBERS, HISS

NEW YORK, Dec. 6 — Alger 
Hiss, former State Department of- 
ficial, and his accuser, Whittaker 
Chambers, testified here today be- 
fore a special United States grand 
jury investigating the startling 
disclosures by Chambers that he 
long has had possession of secret 
State Department documents. 
Both men were instructed to re- 
turn tomorrow morning. 

Each had been questioned by 
grand jurors before adjournment 
about 1:30 p.m. Chambers was 
the first to leave. Somberly clad 
in dark-colored suit and overcoat 
and black tie, the short, stout 
witness appeared nervous and 
emotionally disturbed. In notable 
contrast, Hiss, dressed in snappy 
tweeds, was cheerful but uncom- 
municative. 

Chambers, a self-described for- 
mer member of the Communist 
underground, has accused Hiss of 
belonging to the same Communist 
ring when Hiss was a _ highly- 
placed employe in the State De- 
partment. Hiss has filed suit 
against Chambers for slander. 

Each man stopped at the press 
room in turn before departing, to 
pose for newspaper and newsreel 
photographers. Chambers, now a 
senior editor of Time magazine, 
was glum. Hiss, president of the 
Carnegie Foundation for Interna- 
tional Peace, laughed.and joked 
with the camera men. 

Also instructed to reappear to- 
morrow was Henry Collins, an ex- 
ecutive of the Russian-American 
Institute, who testified briefly to- 
day. Collins has been mentioned 
by Chambers in connection with 
the latter’s confessed underground 
espionage activities in behalf of 
the Soviet Union.

Haskell Holman, supervisor of 
the income tax office, said the 
returns this year combine in one 
blank both the “long” and “short” 
forms. The taxpayer takes his 
choice. 4 ~ 

The “long” form is for incomes 
in excess of $10,000. The “short” 
form, which includes a table for 
calculation of the tax and pro- 
vides fixed allowances for deduc- 
tions other than for personal ex- 
emptions and federal taxes, is for 
incomes of less than $10,000. 

For the first time the state also 
is enclosing a detailed instruction 
sheet. 

State income tax returns for 
1948 incomes must be filed with 
the Department of Revenue by 
March 31, 1949. If the tax due is 
less than $10, the tax must be 
paid when the return is filed. If 
more than $10, the taxpayer has 
the option of paying one-fourth. 
when the return is filed and the 
balance in three equal install- 
ments. 


FOREIGN U.S. FILM EARNINGS 
TO DROP. $24,000,000 IN 46 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (UP)— 
American motion picture com- 
panies will get only about $100,- 
000,000 this year from foreign pro- 
duction royalties, the.

The 
figure was $138,000,000 in 1946 and

Western Berliners, blockaded 
100 miles behind the iron curtain, 
went to the poles with the exhor- 
tation of their leaders to vote 
“for freedom and against Com- 
munism.” 

The 86.2 per cent figure of eli- 
gible voters who cast ballots was 
doubly significant. Even if all 
non-voters were Communists— 
which is not likely—they could not 
have polled more than 13.6 per 
cent of the total. In 1946 the 
Communists polled 19 per cent of 
the vote. 

Before the voting, anti-Com- 
munist leaders had said that an 
80 per cent turnout would be con- 
sidered a severe setback for both 
the Russians and the German 
Communists. 

The American sector returned 
the sharpest rebuff to the Com- 
munists. Of the eligible voters liv- 
ing under American occupation, 
almost 90 per cent went to the 
polls. The British sector ran sec- 
ond, the French sector third. 

The Soviet military command 
had forbidden the election in its 
sector of “erlin. The Russians 
set up a “rump” Communist gov- 
ernment of their own in the city 
last week. 

Reds Threatened Revenge. 

German Communists had re- 
fused to be on the ballot and 
threatened revenge against all 
who dared vote. 

German leaders of all three 
anti-Soviet parties united in call- 
ing the election a plebiscite for 
freedom versus Kremlin-style dic- 
tatorship. The Russians called it 
an election for “chaes and famine.”

Pointing with pride to the fact 
that German labor had been 
called out for a “voluntary work 
day” in the Soviet sector yester- 
day, pro-Russian papers jeered at 
western Berliners: 

“You tear apart—we build up.” 

The Soviet news agency Tass 
attacked the elections as “unlaw- 
ful” and said that “propaganda 
and intimidation” were used to 
compel the populace to partici- 
pate. 

The Soviet-licensed news agency 
Adn, as anticipated, also attacked 
the vote. It said that the elec- 
tions were fraudulent and that 
there were numerous falsifica- 


tions.

(In Washington, the State De- 
partment took note of the Berlin 
voting in a brief official state- 
ment which said:

(“The conduct of the people of 
Berlin is an encouragement to all 
those devoted to the maintenance 


| of civil liberties and democratic 


processes.“) 
The Socialist triumph assured 


Western ‘authorities dismissed 


the selection of Ernst. Reuter, 
outspoken anti-Red, as Berlin's 
lord mayor. Reuter was vetoed 
ror mayor by the Russian military 
commander in 1947, 

Reuter said “the result sur- 
passes all my hopes and expec- 
tations. Berlin has won a great 
success for Germany and the 
world.” 

Since the 1920s, however, Reuter 
has been in the Socialist ranks. 

Western Allied military govern- 
ment officers were dbpenly elated 
at the election results. 

Col. Frank L. Howley, American 
commandant in Berlin, said: 

“Through the election the peo- 
ple of western Berlin have de- 
cided their destiny in a free demo- 
cratic way before all the world.” 
He termed the large vote “an 
overwhelming condemnation of 
Soviet domination.” 

Maj. Gen. E. O. Herbert, Brit- 
ish sector commandant, said Ber- 
liners had given their answer to 
“the ridiculous claim of the so- 
called ‘opera government’ to rule 
the city.” 

The Communist “rump” govern- 
ment was chosen at a mass meet- 
ing last Tuesday in a former mu- 
sical comedy theater. 

Voting Relatively Calm. 

Despite strongarm tactics and 
fist fights during the political 
campaign, the election itself took 
place with relative calm. 

No mass invasions by Red 
gangs were made into the West- 
ern sectors. Some 10,000 German 
police maintained almost complete 
order. 

German police reported after 
the polls closed that two Rus- 
sian soldiers in a military police 
car came into the British sector 
of Spanau and seized a box of 
ballots which were being counted 
iz a polling place. Crowd watch- 
ers grabbed the box from the 
Russians and threw the soldiers 
into the street. Police said one of 
them was drunk. 

Earlier 65 arrests had been re- 
ported in the three Western sec- 
tors. I. most cases these were 
Communist rowdies who tried to 
annoy the voters. 

German staffs of the streetcar 
and subway systems held up traf- 
fic for several hours yesterday 
morning tn give 100,000 western 
Berliners time to vote before go- 
ing to “voluntary” work in the 
Russian sector. 

Allied military garrisons fol- 
lowed a hands.off policy during 
the voting, but some troops were 
held in readiness in case riots 
broke out.

When their troops 
have to move on, they say to 
the peasants, “Here are some 
guns, Form your own militia 
and defend your own land.” 

This results in creating an 
embattled countryside which 
fights desperately agains“ the re- 
turn of Government troops. But 
it also results in creating armed 
political organizations, based on 
newly-acquired private property, 
which thereafter cannot be dic- 
tated to by anybody, including 
the Communists. | 

This wide distribution of arms 
among the peasants sets the Chi- 
nese Communist revolution apart 
from the Russian revolution. The 
Russian Communists never had to 
negotiate with such enormous 
numbers of armed peasants as 
now exist in China. 

It is for this reason that the fu- 
ture politics of China are not go- 
ing to originate out of small com- 
mittee meetings of Communists. 
They are going to develop out of 
widespread négotiations with 
arm peasants who have cuught 
on to the idea that the way to 
protect their interests is to be 
represented by men whom they 
choose themselves.

But the cost of 
living (what the wage earner buys) 
has gone up 40 per cent, whereas 
commodity prices (what the cor- 
poration buys) have advanced 
somewhat more—70 per cent. This 
may well throw light on the action 
of the stock market—on the diffi- 
culty of selling new issues of com- 
mon stock.

What is being discussed is a proposal that 
all four powers, including the Soviets, leave Berlin, and that a neutral 
commission appointed by the United Nations be substituted as the 


In the present state of affairs in 
Berlin, a neutral commission under 
the U.N. would have the utmust 
difficulty in holding an honest 
election. If such an election were 
held, the Berlin Communists 
would be snowed under. The U.N. 
Commission would then be left 
presiding over a tiny, undefended 
enclave in the Soviet zone, whose 
anti-Communist government would 
contsitute a permanent affront to 
the Kremlin. 

In these circumstances, the 
temptation for the Russians to 
renew their tactics of bullying and 
intimidation would be all but ir- 
resistible. Any manufactured in- 
cident could be used as a pretext 
for again closing the Berlin supply 
lines, which would have the imme- 
diate esult of starving the city into 
submission. In short, the motive 
of the French proposal is obvious- 
ly to achieve what the French 
have always wanted—a way to re- 
tire from the Berlin impasse “with 
head high,” and without any loss 
of face. 

Proposal Indicates Pessimism. 

On the other hand, if the plan 
were offered, and rejected by 
Moscow, Soviet policy would be 
left without a leg to stand on. If 
the Russians agreed to the plan, a 
simultaneous withdrawal from 
Austria might also be arranged, 
thus solving another, almost for- 
gotten but extremely acute prob- 
lem. And the danger of a Rus-

NEW YORK, Dec. 6. 

XPENDITURES on behalf of 
E veterans by federal, state and 

local governments amounted to 
five billion dollars in 1947 as com- 
pared to 3500,000, 000 in 1939, an 
analysis by the National Industrial 
Conference Board disclosed today. 

Payment of pensions and other 
such benefits accounted chiefly for 
the total increase of all welfare 
disbursements during the same 
interval to a total of nine billions. 
That sum is $6,700,000,000 more 
than in 1939, it was said. 

Compensation to retired and dis- 
abled veterans, to dependents of 
deceased veterans and Govern- 
ment life insurance remittances 
amounted last year to $2,500,000,- 
000, or about one-half of all dis- 
bursements to veterans of all wars. 

“From the example of the War 
of 1812,” the report set forth, “we 
shall be paying pensions on ac- 
count of the recent war in the 
year 2076.” 

The total amount for welfare 
benefits of all kinds, including 
civilian, exceeded wages and sal- 
aries paid in the automotive, iron, 
steel and rubber industries eom- 
bined, it was said. Federal wel- 
fare checks alone totaled seven 
billions. 

Social security payments in- 
creased 163 per cent between 1939 
and 1947. In the latter year em- 
ployer-employe contributions more 
than doubled the two billion dol- 
lars pajd out, the survey disclosed. 

Other public assistance expendi- 
tures by all three agencies of 
governmeut, such as unemploy- 
ment compensation, relief and 
other generalized programs, in- 
creased about two thirds during 
the interval from 31, 100, 609,000 to 
31, 900,000,000.

First Fruits 


| American Medical Association already is 
reaping the first fruits of its ill-advised resolve 


to raise $3,500,000 for a battle against federal 


legislation for improved medical care. 

The attempt to raise this fund, says Senator 
Murray of Montana, will make it all the easier 
for Congress to adopt a program based on the 
report made last September by Federal Securi- 


ty Administrator Oscar R. Ewing. 


Undoubtedly, Senator Murray is correct in 
this appraisal. While sections of the A.M.A. long 
have opposed. what they call “socialized medi- 
cine,” the organization never before has gone so 
far as it now has in ranging itself against the 
expressed will of the electorate. The plan to 
raise this fund is nothing less than the announce- 
ment of a determination to set at nought the 
most recent election returns. 

As Murray said, President Truman made a 
major campaign issue of this question of better 
national health. He now has a mandate to do 
omething about it. The A.M.A. should have 

gnized that mandate. It should have offered 

its services toward finding the best possible so- 
lution of the problem. That is what many doc- 
tors, members and non-members of the associa- 
tion, had hoped it would do. 

Essentially, the fight for better health is not 
a fight against doctors. If it turns into any- 
thing like that, it will be the fault of the A. M. A. 
It was bad enough when the National Physi- 
cians’ Committee offered prizes to induce news- 
paper cartoonists to throw their influence against 
this reform. It was bad enough when money 
for this campaign was accepted from drug and 
patent medicine firms. But the new plan to tax 
every doctor $25 is a direct slap at voters. 

Many a doctor, we confidently predict, will 
not send that $25 check to A.M.A. headquarters 
in Chicago, nor will he send it to his local medi- 
cal society. Most of these men, however, would 
have been glad to contribute to a fund set up 
for the purpose of studying the problem—for 
the purpose of helping to find a way of provid- 
ing the services of their aren to more of 
the people. 

Nobody realizes the need better than do self- 
less doctors. As the great comforters and heal- 
ers, they cannot ignore suffering and pain, no 
matter in what economic surroundings it may 
occur. Perforce, they must recognize the truth 
in this statement by Mr. Ewing: 

When we use the actual needs of the peo- 
ple as a gauge, the conclusion is inescapable 
that our national provisions for health, our 
resources, and the way in which services are 
distributed are in many respects totally in- 
adequate to the requirements of the United 
States’ 143,000,000 people. The situation is 
incompatible with our position as the world’s 
leading democracy, and our total effort for 
health is completely out of pace-with our 
expanding economy and with our national 
aims for the welfare of the people. 

We have not enough medical manpow- 
er, not enough health facilities, not enough 
research. Moreover, the nation’s health re- 
sources, as they exist, are not used with 
maximum effectiveness; and the lack of any 
systematic method of health financing pre- 
sents an extremely grave handicap to all 
progress. . 

It is a sorry business that the A.M.A. should 
have decided to dispute these basic conclusions 
and the need to act on them. Legislation will 
be introduced and pushed along despite such 
opposition. How much better it would have been 
if the A. M. A. had decided helpfully to point 
out errors of detail, mistakes of interpretation 
and similar faults which must occur in any sur- 
vey as broad as Mr. Ewing’s. How much better 
if it had offered to help to perfect this work, 
and to make it the solid foundation for a health- 


ier and stronger nation.

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A More Efficient Government 

The advance notices of the Hoover commis- 
sion’s plans for reform of the executive branch 
of the United States Government look good. 

Improvements in the executive department 
have been long overdue. President Roosevelt 
tried to get authority to make them but failed. 
In consequence, the administrative organization 
has been pieced together with one co-ordinator 
after another taking roughly the role that baling 
wire served on the Model T Ford. As keen- 
minded a Britisher as Julian Huxley looks at 
this maze of government with wonderment that 
Americans ever find their way round in it. 

Former President Hoovers commission has 
come up with some ideas whose details are not 
yet known but whose broad philosophy is ad- 
mirable. 

The commission would modernize the money - 
losing Post Office Department by making it a 
Government corporation on the order of the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority. It would have some 
of the same businesslike attributes as TWA: a 
revolving fund, its own accounting system, and 
freedom from Senate confirmation of any ex- 
cept the directing heads. Such a change would 
undoubtedly be like a breath of fresh air through 
the department. ' 

Government purchases would be centralized—~ 
an obvious step, but a hard one to force jealous 
bureaus into. Mr. Hoover found that the Gov- 
ernment makes 3,000,000 purchases a year in 
amounts of $10 or less, some of which cost’more 
than $10 to carry through the red tape. This is 
absurd. The biggest business in the world is 
acting as though it were one of the smallest— 


and the taxpayers pay the cost in inefficiency. 
The Government alré some centralized 
purchasing, but could do a deal more.

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Where the Ballot Is Treasured 


Results from the municipal elections in Berlin 
should cheer Americans and at the same time 
make a lot of red faces in this country. Residents 
of the United States, British and French sectors 
of the former German capital not only voted 
their gratitude for the airlift, but they did so in 


numbers that shame the usual low turnout of 


voters in this country. 

With 1,330,000 votes cast in the blockaded 
portions of the city, the Social Democrats (So- 
cialist) polled 65 per cent, the Christian Demo- 
crats (Conservative) 19 per cent and the Liberal 
Democrats (Conservative) 16 per cent. There 
were no Communist votes because the Soviets 
boycotted the election and refused to enter can- 
didates. 

This tactic of obstruction, however, did not 
save the Communists from the clearest kind of 
repudiation at the polls. The number of those 
who did not vote was small enough that, even if 
all had voted Communist, the agents of the Krem- 
lin would have gone down in stinging defeat. 
Had every non-voter marked his ballot for Com- 


munist entries, the Communist total would have 


been even below the 16 per tent of the Liberal 
Democrats. 

In the American presidential election last 
month, about one voter in two made use of his 
ballot. As against this pitiful performance of 
50 per cent in the United States, more than 86 
per cent of the eligible voters of Berlin marked 
their ballots. In the United States sector the 
proportion was 88.9 per cent—practically nine 
citizens out of every 10. In the borough of 
Schoenberg, a record of 98.9 was established. 

One of the old German sayings was laid on the 
shelf—the adage that women should have only 
three interests, “Kinder, Kirche und Kueche” 
(children, church and kitchen). Analysis of the 
vote shows that women accounted for more than 
65 per cent. This reflects, however, in large 
part the fact that the war killed off so many 
men that women greatly outnumber men in Ger- 
many. But after that allowance is made, the 
fact remains that women are enjoying a new 
status with the Western democracies in the role 
of occupying powers. The women of Berlin are 
coming to realize that what happens to children, 
the church and the kitchen can be affected by 
who wins elections and who governs the state. 

The Communists put off elections in their sec- 
tor for a year because the people were “too busy 
at work to be distracted.” If the results in the 


Western sectors are any indication of what a free 
election would show in the Russian sector, the 


postponement was well-advised from the stand- 
point of avoiding an anti-Communist showing.

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Pledges Under the Spotlight 


Sangamon County’s new State’s Attorney, 
George P. Coutrakon, owes his office to the pub- 
lic revulsion against commercialized gambling 
and vice. Mr. Coutrakon is a Republican. He 
could not have won in the face of the Demo- 
cratic victory in Illinois had he not been the al- 
ternative to the defeated Democrat, John W. 
Curren, who had showed no desire to use his of- 
fice against corruption. 

The new State’s Attorney in the capital coun- 
ty recognizes all this with his pledge to employ 
the full resources of his office to maintain clean 
government and to keep the lid on the unlawful 
excesses. These excesses have been accompa- 
nied by the bribery of city, county and state of- 
ficials. 

In many other Illinois counties, new State’s 
Attorneys have taken over. One after another 
owes his seat to a similar situation. They have 
only one obligation and that is to the people 
who elected them. If there is any weakening 
anywhere, Ivan A. Elliott, the Attorney Gen- 
eral-elect, is the man to apply the props. He 
was elected on a statewide basis for the same 
reasons that the Coutrakons and Carters were 
elected in the counties.

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Opportunity for the UN 

We are glad that the United States delegation 
to the United Nations is pressing for the admis- 
sion of Israel, though some very fast action will 
have to be taken. The Assembly is expected to 
adjourn within the week and its action on the 
application must be preceded by a favorable 
vote within the Security Council. 

Israel’s application has won thé approval of 
four members of the Council—the United States, 
Russia, the Soviet Ukraine and Canada. Three 
more votes are needed from among Great Brit- 
ain, France, China, Colombia, Belgium, Argen- 

and Syria. Surely they should be forthtom- 
, even if Britain continues its stand-offish at- 
titude toward the new state. 

If the United Nations should take favorable 
action on the application, it would retrieve some 
of the prestige it has lost in dealing with Israel.

military and political action taken by Israel it- 
self. 

Indeed, it might be said that the United Na- 
tions has as much or more to gain by admitting 
the Palestinian state than Israel itself.

Because Chiang did not carry through liberal reforms, the peasants 
prefer the Communists today, one expert writes; thinks American 
of interference would only delay the day of their disillusionment; ex- 
pects the Reds meanwhile to have their troubles cut out for them.

One significant aspect of the present 
crisis that commentators often overlook is 
that, since Marshall's return from China in 
January, 1947, our China aid policy has 
been made more by Congress than by the 
State Department, This policy has now 
proved bankrupt because congressional pol- 
icy-makers have fafled to heed several fun- 
damental factors in ä 
the Chinese revolu- 
tion. 

The first is that 
the Chinese Commu- 
nist program may in- 
deed be cynically 
ruthless, economical- 
ly unsound, swayed 
by Moscow, and 
feared by many Chi- 
nese. Compared with 
the over-all Kuomin- . 
tang program, how- George C. Marshall 
ever, it remains preferable from the point 
of view of the majority of peasants. 


Dollars Futile Against Ideas 


Another furidamental factor is that Rus- 
sia’s influence in China has been primarily 
not material, but ideological. Concrete 
Russian aid to Chinese Communism may 
be greater than we can now prove, but it 
has by nosmeans equaled the two-and-one- 
third billion dollars of American aid which 
has gone to Nanking since V-J day. What 
has become increasingly clear is that we 
cannot offset the Russian ideological in- 
fluence by purely material means, 


China is unlike Europe, where long-estab- 
lished industrial economies can be ener- 
gized by our material aid, and increased 
production of goods can be expected to 
offset Communist disruptive tactics. China 
lacks the industrial wherewithal. 

Its economy has been shattered by Japa- 
nese invasion, civil. war and the resulting 
inflation. The United States can continue 
stopgap relief like the present economic 
program, but only as a holding operation 
which has small chance of actually main- 
taining the status quo. 

This means that the demoralization of 


Kuomintang China—isolation of cities from 


the countryside (recently intensified by 
Nanking’s change to a new currency), 
paralysis of production, “desertion” of the 
intellectuals, corruption of officials, sur- 
render of armies—is likely to become ac- 
celerated. Material aid from the United 
States cannot stop this process. 


Time to Observe Principles 


Foreign arms and food for the police will 
not maintain a Chinese regime once it has 
#o clearly lost the tacit acquiescence of the 
population—in old parlance, the Mandate 
of Heaven, The fact is that Chiang Kai- 
shek has had 20 years in which to com- 
pete with Communism for the support of 
Our new policy for the next phase of the 
Chinese revolutionary process must start 
by a realistic evaluation of the existing sit- 
uation. The essential point to bear in mind 
is that the “cold war” is an ideological con- 
flict that must be conducted on a basis of 
principle; not merely of supporting anyone 
who opposes Communism. 

In Asia we would be ill-advised to sup- 


port non-Communist regimes unless they 
can gain the acquiescence of the organized 
peasant masses, on whom political power 
will in the future increasingly be based. 
Non-Communist regimes cannot get such 
support unless they stand for principles and 
programs which are superior to those of 
Communism from the point of view of the 
peasant. 


Heavier Going for Communists 


As for the future, we must be prepared 
to see the present National Government 
lose ground steadily' while we stand by 
helpless to prevent it, until factions sep- 
arate, less extensive regimes are organized 
and reorganized, and the Chinese Commu- 
nist tide has reached its watermark. Only 
after a period of change and regrouping in 
Chinese politics can we hope, in the midst 
of the prevailing chaos, to find ideological 
allies—and such allies may not emerge for 
some time. 


In proportion as the Communists, who 
have hitherto gained influence chiefly in 
agrarian areas, get contro] over cities and 
national affairs, we can expect them to face 
increasing problems. If Chinese Commu- 
nism stays closely within Moscow’s orbit, 
it must eventually come in conflict with 
genuine Chinese patriotism. If Communist 


reconstruction of China has to build by~ 


taxing the peasant’s surplus, it may offer 
him far less than could be offered with our 
help in know-how and materials. 

During this critical period Marxist dog- 
matism may drive a Chinese Communist 
regime into increasing despotism. Yet we 
cannot counter this trend by aid from 
abroad unless and until Chinese sentiment 
leads the way. If the great body of Chi- 
nese who are disillusioned with the Kuo- 
mintang are eventually to become disillu- 
sioned with Communism, they must ac- 
complish this themselves. We cannot do 
it for them, and our efforts to save them 
against their will would only be resented 
and used against us. 


Avoiding A Lost Cause 


It is therefore most important that the 
United States retain a certain measure of 
diplomatic flexibility with respect to Chi- 
nese politics. Any commitment to deal only 
with a recognized Chinese government-in- 
exile, or with Chiang Kai-shek bolstered by 
American aid in a South China or a For- 
mosan base, can only handicap our cause. 
Without indulging in much hope that we 
can work with Chinese Communism, we 
must avoid accepting claims to legitimacy 
by Chinese political figures who have lost 
credit with their own people. 

The Chinese Communist success helps 


Russia, but cannot be equated with Rus-

Between Book Ends 


The Meaning of “King Lear.” 


THIS GREAT STAGE, by Robert Bechtold Heilman. 
(Baton Rouge, Louisiana State University Press, 339 
Pages, $3.50.) : 
Professor Robert B. Heilman’s new study, 

subtitled “Image and Structure in ‘King 

Lear,“ is one of the most penetrating 

works of literary criticism to come from 

that group of critics who, a few years ago, 
were developing their methods at the 

Louisiana State University. The group has 

scattered as its fame has spread: Cleanth 

Brooks is teaching at Yale, Robert Penn 

Warren at the University of Minnesota, and 

Professor Heilman has recently become 

executive head of the Department of Eng- 

lish at the University of Washington in 

Seattle. 

The method of these critics can best be 
described to the intelligent layman as 
consisting of the closest possible examina- 
tion of the work itself, principally in order 
to establish the esthetic and philosophical 
intent of the literary craftsman. The 
method employs a great deal of imaginative 
interpretation, and to this a great many 
critics have objected; but it is an interpre- 
tation which never loses sight of the text 
itself, One may object to an interpretation, 
but never can one say that the evidence 
has not been marshaled and examined 
with the greatest care, microscopically. 


Mr. Heilman’s study of “King Lear” en- 
deavors to show how certain images and 
structural methods have been used in pre- 
senting Shakespeare’s observations on hu- 
man life. Through the image of sight, we 
learn how it is possible to see clearly and 
still to be blind. Through the image of 
clothing, we learn better to distinguish 
between appearance and reality. The play 
tells us how it is possible, through losing 
everything, to gain everything. 


“King Lear,” 
though usually seen 
as Shakespeare’s 
most terrible and 
pessimistic statement, 
thus emerges from 
Mr. Heilman’s scru- 
tiny as a profoundly 
Christian tragedy, 
rooted deeply in the 
nobility and the 
tragic flaw of man- 
kind, To read it as 
merely pessimistic is, 
Mr. Heilman feels, to 

Robert Bochtold Heilman — 
ture, “King Lear” is fundamentally moral 
and optimistic; nor do the deaths of Lear 
and Cordelia make it less so; man may 
lose his life and gain his soul. 

Mr. Heilmann’s analyses and interpreta- 
tions are superb. No one can possibly read 
this book without a greatly improved un- 
derganding of “King Lear.” One regrets 
only that Mr, Heilman’s own style is heavy, 
over-adjectived, and labored with semi- 
technical critical jargon—not nearly deft 
enough to serve as a suitable vehicle for 
his own quick and acute insights.

Eugene Field’s Brother 


THE PASSING OF MOTHER'S PORTRAIT, by Reswell 
M. Feld. (Trovillion Privete Press, Herrin, In.) 
Roswell Field, one year younger than his 

brother Eugene and not as securely placed 

in the literary tradition, produced never- 
theless a considerable list of writings, of 
which The Passing of Motifer’s Portrait” 
is considered to have been his best. First 
published in the Atlantic Monthly in 1901, 
it attracted such attention that it appeared 
in expanded form in a small and choice 
edition and then, like mother’s portrait, it 
passed, but the memory of it remained. As 
an exhortation to the solidarity of family 
life, the preservation of a tradition em- 
bodied in a mother’s portrait and its fate 
at the hands of her children it was unfor- 
gettable.

A private museum which will 
combine geological and historical 
items of interest to St. Louisans 
is being constructed at the inter- 
section of Broadway and Chero- 
kee street and is to be opened to 
the public next fall, Lee Hess, di- 
rector, said today. 

The museum is being built over 
the old Lemp and Minnehaha 
caves in which prehistoric animal 
bones including those of an ex- 
tinct form of the pecarry and arm- 
adillo were discovered two years 
ago. 

On the museum site is the old 
DeMenil mansion originally built 
by Henri Chatillon in 1846. This 
mansion ‘is being reconstructed 
and the old Jean Baptiste Roy 
home, birthplace of the “hot dog,” 
which was originally located at 
615 South Second street, is being 
reconstructed at the museum as 
a part of its display. 

One of the features of the mu- 
seum will be the original Damas- 
cus palace and tile court exhibited 
at the Columbia Exposition in 
Chicago in 1893 and the St. Louis 
World’s Fair. The palace was dis- 
mantled in Syria and brought to 
the United States as an example 
of Mid-East construction. It con- 
tains the cradle of a Mohamme- 
dan caliphs tapestries and Damas- 
cus paintings.

it. A railroad embargo has 
been lifted. 

The strike began Sept. 2 when 
the Waterfront Employers Asso- 
ciatiom and the Pacific American 
Shipowners Association refused to 
meet demands of the unions. 

The five unions—Longshoremen, 
Marine Cooks and Stewards, Ra- 
dio Operators, Marine Engineers, 
all CIO; and the Independent Ma- 
rine Firemen—w alked out to- 
gether. Negotiations were re- 
sumed about a month ago. 

Longshoremen, the key union in 
the strike, received a 15-cent wage 
boost—their original demand—to 
a base wage of $1.82 an hour, An 
issue over the hiring hall was set- 
tled by retention of the present 
union dispatcher system unless it 
is ruled out by the courts or new

RUSSIA REDUCES ITS STAFF 
M U.S. FROM 290 10 255 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (UP)— 
Records showed today that Russia 
has reduced its official staff in 
the United States by more than 
one fifth during the last three 
months. There were 225 Soviet 
diplomats and aids in this coun- 
try on Nov. 21, compared with 
290 on Aug. 1. There are about 
100 American officials in Mos- 
cow. 

Russia had 2300 officials in this 
country in 1945 when the two na- 
tions were wartime allies. Most 
of them were supervising ship- 
ment of United States lend-lease 
equipment. 

Closing down of the Soviet con- 
sulates at San Francisco and New 
York City was responsible for 
about a half of the current per- 
sonnel reduction. The rest was 
due largely to the continued 
shrinkage in the number of of- 
fices here for trade purposes.

PARIS, Sunday. 
O speed our work, we are now 
divided into groups, 11 of us 


working: in the subcommittee . 


on the polishing of articles in the 
draft of the Declaration of Human 
Rights, while the rest of us try 
to move on with other items in 
our regular agenda. 


We discussed procedure for a 
long time on Thursday, hoping we 
could get a decision on a resolu- 
tion for the best method of con- 
sidering three draft conventions 
on freedom of information.. It is 
obvious if we are to close here in 
a reasonable length of time—say, 
between Dec. 10 ahd 15—that these 
conventions could not be given 

per consideration, and s0 we 
with a number of other 
delegates in hoping that a con- 
ference to consider these conven- 
tions could be called at Lake Suc- 
cess next March. The same na- 
tions would be invited to attend, 
and in this way it would be pos- 
sible to have a comparatively in- 
expensive conference. Only. one 
delegate versed in this subject and 
one adviser would be necssary, 
whereas the cost of reconvening 
the whole General Assembly in 
January or February would be a 
very expensive undertaking. It 
seemed to me, however, that even 
if the Assembly had to reconvene, 
setting up this conference on free- 
dom of information would still be 
the best way of handling these 
three conventions.

THIS HORRIBLE practice, which 
Hitler planned and which is really 
a dreadful kind of genocide, 
caused a great many children in 
Nazi-occupied countries to be sent 
from their honies into Germany. 
Frequently they were reduced to 
a point where they either had for- 
gotten their families and their 
nationality or were too afraid to 
say what nationality they might 
have had. It has now resulted 
in some very dreadful situations. 

A small portion of these chil- 
dren have been found and re- 
turned to their families. It is now 
generally conceded that, although 
the child’s welfare must always 


be considered, it is better for the 


children to be ‘returned to their 
country 
nationality is known and their 
country wishes to look after them. 
There are exceptional cases, ‘of 
course, where the country of 
origin may no longer be under 
the same national government or 
where the parents and relatives 
have disappeared or where the 
child is old enough to make his 
own decision as to what he wishes 
to do. But, by and large, it is 
a perfectly natural thing for a 
country to want to take care of 
its own children. Of course, when 
the parents are found, it would be 
unnatural if the children were not 
returned to them, even though the 


children themselves might feel: 


they were being uprooted from 
the only security they had known 
over @ period of years.

éé NE of the chief troubles of 
(ms world,” said a college 
professor recently, “is that 
it regards love as a luxury. Nearly 
everybody is starved for love.

ROM Philadelphia, O' Rourke 

went to Brooklyn for a similar

While in 
Brooklyn, Pat brushed up on his 
Italian, which is atrocious in the 
best gangster tradition.

The wearing 
of these clothes, I am sure, both- 
ered the dudish O’Rourke consid- 
erably more than the prospect of 
getting his brains beaten out with 
a ball bat, Capone’s only form of 
exercise. 

O’Rourke told Agents Art Mad- 
den and Frank Wilson he would 
check in with them in Chicago and 
then departed to lay the ground- 
work for weaseling his way into 
the Capone gang. His first step 
was Philadelphia, where he looked 
up Max “Boo-Boo’ Hoff, the Al 
Capone of the City of Brotherly 
Love. 

When Boo-Boo was something of 
an apprentice thug, O’Rourke ar- 
rested him. But, like so many of 
Pat’s victims, Boo-Boo became an 
O’Rourke fan. Boo-Boo and Ca- 
pone had been friends but were 
now on the outs, It seems Al had 
paid a visit to Boo-Boo in the 
spring of 1929 to discuss business. 
Boo-Boo warned Al to enter Phila- 
delphia unarmed, a warning which 
Al ignored and he and his body- 
guard were picked up by the 


‘Philadelphia police and rapidly put 


in jail for a year. Feelings were 
strained after that, possibly be- 
cause Boo-Boo felt Al’s stubborn- 
ness had cost him face. In any 
event, O’Rourke knew he had no 
reason to fear Boo-Boo would tip 
off Al, so it was perfectly safe for 
him to contact the Philadelphian 
mobster. O’Rourke told Boo-Boo 
he wanted to know all about ev- 
erything that went on in Philadel- 
phia gangsterdom at the moment 
and in recent years.
